INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 8.—The United Mine Work ] 
ers of America were today ordered to withdraw' the 
strike order under which 400,000 miners quit work on: 
November I. The mandate was issued by Judge A. B.| 
Anderson of the United States District Court after a 
hearing in which the union attorneys fought in vain for 
a chance to present arguments on the right of the 
miners to strike. 
The union was given until November ll at 5 p. rn. 
to issue the order cancelling the strike. This date was 
selected because so many defendants were absent. The 
union attorneys explained the absentees must be sum-* 
moned by telegraph from many parts of the country to 
issue the cancellation. 
The union attorneys announced that acting Presi­ 
dent Lewis and Secretary Green of the union would 
obey the court order, but that they could not speak for 
their fellow officials.

The audience was largely made up 
of business men 
and clerks, 
but 
there were people from many other 
walks of life, all of whom were 
greatly benefited as well as enter­ 
tained. 
"Co-operation, not cut-throat com­ 
petition. is the key-note of today’s 
business," 
declared 
Mr. 
Brennan, 
and he showed further on in his 
address how “the wholesaler ana 
the banker are both partners of the 
retail merchant in these days.” He 
showed how by proper organization 
of a store the burden of the busi­ 
ness can be shared by all the help 
and the owner so that all the weight 
need not bear down on the one mind 
which should be most free of care— 
namely the owner’s. He .emphasized 
at the outset the fact that in 1918 
in the United States $163,019,979 
had been lost through store fail­ 
ures. 6494 stores being involved, in­

stores,

stores, 45 clothing and furnishing

Each officer wore an Iron Cross and 
displayed a pride and bravado not 
quite in keeping with 
men 
whose 
army had been vanquished. 
Mackensen has been given a large 
and comfortable house opposite the 
French Aviation 
Field and over-j 
looking the Aegean Seat, 
It was 
formerly occupied by 
the 
higher 
French officers aud is elegantly fur­ 
nished. 
A day or two after his ar­ 
rival the Field 
Marshal 
strolled* 
through the roadways of the British; 
military encampment, which is many 
aer*.s in extent, and was amazed at? 
the Thoroughness and completeness 
of everything. 
The 
British 
have 
since withdrawn from this encamp­ 
ment. 
The German 
Generalissimo 
has 
changed little in appearance since 
the war and apparently is not wor­ 
rying greatly over what fate he may 
suffer at the hands of the Allies. 
The general impression is that he 
will be interned here until the Al­ 
lies are ready to try' him. 
It is felt 
the most serious charge against him 
is hie wanton destruction of the 
railroads and other property in Ru­ 
mania after the signing of the ar­ 
mistice. 
None of the Allied 
officers 
of 
troops nom salute him as he walks 
aion*: the streets of Salonikl. 
He 
•till retains all his pride 
in 
his 
achievements on the field, for he 
wears an Iron Cross and a number 
of other decorations. 
These and the

curiosity 
among the pedestrians of Saloniki. 
Mackensen and his aides suffer­ 


ed a double humiliation while en 
route through Serbia.

guarded by a company of Senegal­ 
ese soldiers and were forced to go

Emperor 
ordered 
constructed in 1916 
so 
that 
his 
troops might pass through Serbia.
